THE QUEEN OF VINES. 


How the Great Santa Barbara Vine 
is $ectionized and Boxed— 
Its Dimensions, Ete. 


[From the San Francisco Chronic'e, Sep- 
tember 2v. | 


The great queen of viacs arrived in 
this city, per steamer Ancon, on Wednes- 
day evening, en route for the centennial 
exhibition at Philadelphia. It is con- 
tained in seven large boxes, weighing fif- 
teen tons. 

At a meeting of the citizens of Santa 
Barbara, ueld a Tibbit’s hali, September 
9, 1875, on the removal of the big grape 
vine, there was adopted the following 
statement and resolutions: 

This famous vine is without doubt the 
largest in the world. The celebrated 
vine at Hampton Court, Eogland, grown 
under glass, is nine inches in d‘ameter 
three fect from the ground. Thisvineis 
fourteen inches in diameter three feet 
from the ground, and nearer to the 
ground has a measurement of eighteen 
inches in diameter, of fitty-six inches in 
circumference, while its foliage has long 
covered a space equal to 10,000 square 
fect. The Llampton Court vine produces 
annually from 1,500 to 2,000 pounds of 
grapes. The product of this vine, as es- 
timated by Dr. Ord, now oneof the 
stale commissioners to the centennial, 
Judge House and others, has often annu- 
ally reached the immerse number of 
7,500 clusters of an average weight of 
one and one-half pounds each, or nearly 
12,060 pounds. It is of the variety 
known as the Mission rape, 
was planted by Donna aria 
Marcelina de Dominguez, at the birth of 
a child, according to the custom of the 
country. Itsage is between fifty and 
sixty years. For several years it has 
shown evident signsof decaying vigor, 
aad has now been dug up, sectiouized 
and boxed (alter weeks of labor) for re- 
moval tothe cast. In view of this re- 
moval, be it 

Resolved, That we feel the less regret 
at its removal from the fact that there 
remains upon nearly the same spot a 
daughter vine, which also outranks the 
Hampton Court vine, being 16 years old, 
and 16 inches in diameter, three feet 
from the ground, and making growth at 
the rate of an inch in diameter annually, 
and having last year furnished 8,000 to 
10,000 pounds of grapes, which were 
plucked and eaten by visitors from Au. 
gust 15th to January 26th,

A Fiorida Volcano. 


(Flom the Semi Tropical Monthly ) 


For many years past there has been no- 
ticed a column of smoke or steamsarising 
from an impenetrable swamp a short 
distance from the gulf coast in Waukul- 
la county. Many attempts have been 
made to discover the cause, but thus far 
no party has been successful in penctra- 
ting to the location, in consequence of 
the character of the surrounding. 
A short time since, Judge White and 
a party of gentlemen in Leon and Gads- 
den counties formed an expedition to 
reach, if possible, the undiscovered won- 
der. They started from St. Marks in a 
sail-boat, and made their way castward 
to the mouth of Pinhookcreek. One of 
the party in writing to the Sentinel says: 
“The coast here is very singular, and 
suggests the presence of volcanic action 
at some time in the remote past. We 
looked upon it as a favorable indication 
of the volcano we were in search of, 
The whole coast is a mass of rocks. 
One called the ‘‘Gray Mare” forms a 
natural bath-house, walled in on 
all sides. Sue: : ome. bel 
of the river isa mass of rock, and two 
miles from its mouth the whole volume 
is vomited up with immense force from 
the yawning jaws of a rifted rock. Here 
the river. proper terminates, and then 
commences a series of sinks, which ex- 
tended twenty miles back.” After en- 
fering the swamp the party discovered 
an immense rock in the form of an in- 
veried cone, rising to the height of a 
hundied feet, which wasregarded as the 
cone of an extinct ‘volcano, Fragments 
from it are light like pumice stoue, and 
abundance of scoria and ashes are to be 
found together with most of all the fea- 
tures peculiar to those of recent volcanic 
disturbance.”

Days were spent in attempting to pene- 
trate and explore the vast swamp, which, 
as far as any human aos is concerned, 
has remained impenetrable and nnexplor- 
ed. sangaeg cannot convey a proper 
conception of the character of this re- 
ion, Old hunters, who have lived on the 
rders of the swamp for years, havo 
quailed before the terrors and difficulties 
conccaled within its hidden depths. At 
all points it seemsto presents an impen- 
erable barrier of tangled yines aud brush, 
except to bears, thers, suskes, alliga- 
tors and other wild Leasts venomous 
reptiles to which it is abandoned, and in 
which they are secure from al] human in- 
terference. 
To penetrate this wild region avd open 
up this hidden mystery will form a most 
attractive and exciting occasion to some 
of our wealthy northern visitors, mapy of 
whom are so fond of adventure and 
wild sports. We be. surprised if 
another winter passes without develop- 
ing the cause of this volume of heated 
air, steam or smoke, which has so long 
attracted attention fram a distance.

Your correspondent, Mr. Nordhoff, in 
a late letter upon affairs in Georgia, in- 
stituted a comparison between Georgia 
and Mississippi, by which he demon- 
strates to his own satisfaction that Mis- 
sissippi, notwithstandiog negrorule,isina 
more prosperous condition than Georgia; 
the latter being costrolled by the white 
democrats sirce 1870. While I intend 
to show by the facts that Mr. 
Nordhoff is in error, it will be use- 
ful to keep in mind that it has been five 
years only that the people of Georgia 
who are interested in the welfare of the 
commonwealth have had the reins of 
government. 

Mississippi is a younger state than 
Georgia, and its soi! is naturally richer. 
| The Mississipp! bottoms are not surpassed 

for fertility by the lands of any state in 
the union. It takes more labor and higher 
culture to produce as good results from 
Georgia soil as Mississippi eoil produces. 
About one-fourth of the entire area of 
Georgia is made useless for agricultural 
purposcs by mountains and hills in the 
northeastern part of the state, and by 
swamps in the southern part. There is 
a considerable portion of Mississippi too 
low for cultivation, but there is no part 
of it too high. About the same number 
of acres in each state is used for the 
growth of grain crops, while there is 
more land given to cotton in Georgia 
than in Mississippi. And it may be use- 
ful bere to state that the total area of 
Georgia is 57,000 sqtiare miles and that 
of Mississippi 47,00@ square miles. The 
population of Georgia is 1,184,109; that 
of Mississippi 827,922. 

The grain and ha¥ crop of Georgia for 
1869 brought over $32,000,000, and that 
of Mississippi $28,300,000. 

The value of all property in Georgia 
in 1866 was $222,000,000, which, by the 
returns of 1874, is shown to have in- 
creased to $273,000,010. This makes ap 
increase in six years in Georgia values of 
$51,000,000. The returns show that 
Mississippi for the same pericd has; not 
increased in the value of her property 
$20,000,000 for the same period. 

Mississippi, which has honestly earned 
the cognomen of the “Cow State,” in 
1860 slaughtered and sold for slaughter 
animals of the value of a little 
over $7,000,000, while Georgia, for the 
same purpose produced $11,000,C00 
worth. In 1870 Mississippi slaughted 
only $4,400,000 worth, while Georgia 
has $7,000,000 worth to use in that wav. 
In this matter Georgia has sustained her 
superiority in a very striking manner. 

The annual products of Georgia are 
$10,000,000 worth more than those of 
Mississippi. Georgia every year pays 
more than $20,000,000 for help, while 
Mississippi gets on with the payment of 
$10,000,000. Taere are only three states 
in the union which pay more in this way 
than Georgia— to-wit, New York, Penn- 
sylvania and Illinois; while there are 
nine which pay more than Mississippi. 

Georgia, on $273,000,000 of property, 
pays in state, county, city and town tax 
$2,600,000, being about one per cent. 
Mississippi, on $177,000,000 of property, 
pays $3,700,000 of tax to state, county, 
city and town. And while it is true

Taxcs on Banks. 

WASHINGTON, October 1.—The comp 
troller sometime ago transmitted letters 
from the first national bank of Florida 
and the Citizens’ national bank of Ral- 
eigb, N. C., to the solicitor of the 
treasury for his opinion as to the right of 
a state to imposea license tax upon the 
capital of national banks; and also the 
right of state officers to examine national 
banks or to require reports of their af 
fairsto be madeto them. The solic.tor 
has given an elaborate opinion that a 
license upon the capital of a national 
bank cannot be enforced, and that state
